F YOU are among themillions 
of home makers who are

color-scheme for any room in 
your home. 


More, you will know how to 
make a small room seem more 
spacious, to put warmth and 
cheerfulness into a cold, sunless 
room, cool off a too-sunny room 
and unify a lot of badly assorted 
furnishings. All in 
addition to securing 
beauty—the great- 
est beauty of all, 
which is. color- 
harmony — in your 
home. 

There are four 
steps (and only 
four) to take in 
working out a color 
scheme. The first 
and most important 
of these four steps ts: 
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1. DECIDE ON A DOMINANT 
OR KEYNOTE COLOR 


The amount of sunshine the room gets is 
the controlling factor in this decision. Cool 
colors for sunny rooms; warm colors for those 
that get but little sunshine. Many people 
know the need of a dominant color, but few 
realize that the walls are the most important 
factors in the color scheme of the room. 
Get the dominant color in the walls and your 
scheme is safe. They are the chief light- 
reflecting areas of the room. Their color— 
more than all the other elements in a room 
—set the keynote of the room. Start your 
color scheme from the walls and you can use 
either the warm or the cool colors—or both 
—in the furnishings, at will, no matter what 
the amount of sunlight. 


2. DECIDE ON THE 
ACCOMPANYING COLORS 


One thing you can always be sure of: 
Your dominant hue always needs zts comple- 
mentary to complete the scheme (plus other 
colors, of course). If your dominant hue is 
green, you know the scheme needs red 
(which may be crimson, rose, rust, mulberry, 
plum, tomato-red, etc.). Which, of course, 
makes green the complementary color needed 
in a red scheme. 


3. USE THESE COLORS IN 
EVERYTHING 


Walls, woodwork, floor coverings, window 
hangings, upholstery fabrics, pictures, lamps 
and small accessories—everything should 

have these colors. 


4. ACCENT THE 
SCHEME 


By the use of brilliant, 
flashing colors (both the 
dominant and each comple- 
mentary) in small objects, 
such as pottery, book-ends, 
pillows, lamp - bases and 
table runners, accent is 
added to the scheme. 

Guiding Principle: Keep 
large areas, suchas walls and 
floor coverings, in subdued 
tints and shades—using the 
more intense colors for 
accessories.

The whole story of a color scheme 
is dramatized here. South and west 
windows admit a superabundance of 
sunshine. So green was selected as 
dominant and the walls painted in a 
soft tint of that cool color, with wood- 
work a shade darker, subduing the 
light and producing a restful, com- 
fortable atmosphere. 


Withall that amount of green in the 
room, it was a smart touch to have 


the floor covering in the complemen- 
tary color—plum—which belongs to the 
red family (a violet-red, to be exact). 


Now observe how the biggest objects 
—the sofa and chairs—were utilized 
as a means for splashing substantial 
amounts of color into the picture. The 
sofa is deep plum—the two chairs in 
foreground in deep green—the wing 
chair in a fabric carrying both green 
and plum, plus considerable quantities 
of dull yellow and gold. 

Now note how these same colors— 
green, mulberry, plum and gold—are 
repeated (in higher intensities) in the 
books, book-ends, pottery, lamps, pic- 
tures and pillows. 
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MAKING THE 
DINING ROOM 
SAY “WELCOME’™ 


You'd hardly believe it, but once 
this pleasant dining room was a cold, 
gray, cheerless place from which the 
family escaped as: soon as possible 
after eating their hurried meals. For- 
merly the walls were a cold gray, with 
blue draperies and rug, and brown 
seat covers. 

Finally some one reasoned, “‘since 
this room faces North and gets no 
sunshine, why not introduce some sun- 


shine by means of color. Let’s put it 
into the walls, the chief light-reflect- 
ing areas.” 

So they painted the walls and wood- 
work a deep rich butter yellow; did 
over the chair seats in a flame-colored 
fabric, but left the blue hangings and 
carpet; and that erstwhile cold, cheer- 
less place was transformed into the 
bright, glowing, cheerful dining room 
shown above—a family gathering 
place, where good cheer holds sway and 
“good digestion waits on appetite.” 


Once more let mecall your attention 
to the all important fact, that z¢ zs the 
wall color that counts. Always estab- 
lish the wall color as your keynote. 
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COLOR CHARM ann 
PERSONALITY IN 
THE BEDROOM 


A clever use of color will make your 
bedroom the perfect background for 
your complexion and personality. Here 
is 2 color scheme for a blonde: Begin- 
ning with the walls—as always—we 
paint them lavender—the woodwork 
the same, with stripings of jade green. 
The carpet is jade green (contrasting 
with the walls), and draperies and 
spread in a semi-glazed chintz carry- 
ing both lavender (or orchid) and 
green along with accents of yellow 


(the complementary of lavender) and 
touches of rose; lamp shades, small 
pillows, etc., in yellow. 

And here is @ color scheme for a 
brunette: With rose as the controlling 
color, do the walls in a stipple treat- 
ment of rose over pale gray, with rose 
stripings. Rug or carpet in two tones 
of rose. Draperies and spread in cre- 
tonne or semi-glazed chintz, patterned 
in rose and green, orchid, etc., on a 
cream ground, edged or ruffled in rose 
and green; or a jade or apple green 
taffeta, edged with ruffles in rose and 
green. Upholstery: One chair same as 
draperies. Chaise lounge or another 
chair in green. 
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CHEERFUL 
SURROUNDINGS 


This matter of sane color 
schemes goes deeper than the 
idea of decoration; it reaches 
down into the roots of family 
life and individual develop- 
ment. It makes for the enrich- 
ment of the home life.
